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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant asserts that the amendment to claim to including the claimed range 3 to 22 molar has support in the 
specification. Specifically, the "at least 3 molar" is a broad range that provides adequate support for a narrower claimed range such as 3 to 
22 molar. Applicants refer to In re Wertheim for support. This argument is not pervasive as the range defined in Wertheim had an upper 
and lower limit, wherein the instant range originally provided no upper limit. There are no examples or any other such evidence that would 
guide the skilled artisan to the upper end of the range. The "at least 3 molar" language could mean 3 to 5, 3 to 7, or 3 to 9, the upper end 
of the range does not appear supported. 
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
